Upon being solicited for my vote, I 


realized that I did not know much about 
the position of constable. What are the 
duties and responsibilities of the con- 
stable? Does he work under the super- 
vision of anyone else, or does he supervise 
anybody? 


The 
position 
of 
constable 
was 


established as a law enforcement official 
with jurisdiction restricted to a single 
county precinct. The original intent of the 
constable's job was to aid county sheriffs 
where the sheriff had too few deputies to 
effectively patrol and administer to his 
jurisdiction. 


In the larger metropolitan counties, 


constables maintain staffs but all of their 
work consists of serving civil papers. That 
frees the sheriff deputies to concentrate on 
criminal activities and investigations. 


Some years back, Navarro county 


commissioners decided to transfer the 
funds being used to pay county constables 
to the sheriff's department so that the 
sheriff could hire two additional deputies. 
The constable position in Navarro County 
now pays a token salary of $1 a year. 


When the sheriff added the two deputies, 


that department took responsibility for 
serving civil and criminal papers as well 
as enforcing the law. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton said that so far as 


he knows, there are no county constables 
in Texas who currently make routine 
patrols, as most county sheriff depart- 
ments have assumed full responsibility for 
this law enforcemtent. 
'•, 


As has been the case in Navarro County, 


many counties no longer' utilize the con- 
stable position at all. 


The constable has the same authority 


within his precinct as other law agencies, 
and he may carry a gun, make arrests, 
and investigate crimes. The constable 
does not come under the supervision of the 
sheriff department, but is governed by the 
commissioners court, as are all other 
county agencies. 


I recently called both the police 


department and the sheriff department to 
report some loose cattle on 1-45, but both 
departments refused to handle my call 
unless I would file a formal complaint. I 
didn't want to file a complaint against 
anybody, I just wanted to get those cattle 
off the Interstate before somebody got 
killed. It was at night, and the cattle posed 
a real threat to safety, yet neither 
department would respond. Why? 


Your question has stumped both police 


chief Don Massey and Sheriff Jerry 
Shelton, who each indicated that loose 
livestock complaints are handled regar- 
dless of whether or not a complaint is filed 
with their departments. 


"We get hundreds of loose livestock 


complaints each year," Shelton said. "Our 
policy is to go out and get the cattle off the 
road once we are notified. In fact, we have 
a man on call who goes out and rounds 
those cattle up and pens them if we can't 
iv/cate the owner." 


Massey said that if the loose livestock 


are within the city limits, his department 
has been instructed to handle the call 
regardless of whether a formal complaint 
has been filed or not. 


"It's our responsibility to eliminate any 


and all traffic hazards," the Chief noted, 
"and if the man called our department 
about loose livestock within the city then 
somebody should have looked into it." 


Both Shelton and Massey asked that you 


call them and explain the situation so that 
they can check with personnel in their 
departments to see why your complaint 
wasn't handled. 


Since it's time to start planning

driven by the elder Gibson with 
the younger Gibson and Bell as 
passengers, was headed east on 
the highway when it collided 
with 
the 
Robinson's 
1972 


Chevrolet headed west and 
driven by Mr. Robinson. Turner 
said the collision occurred half- 
way on the shoulder and the 
westbound lane. 


There 
were 
no 
other 


passengers in either car. 


The Gibson brothers and Mr. 


and Mrs. Robinson were all 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Memorial Hospital. Bell died 
about one hour later.

The Navarro County Sheriff's 


Department has charged Bobby 
Ray Green, 20, of Corsicana 
with the Feb. 11 vandalism of 
the Oakwood Cemetery and has 
two other suspects in custody in 
connection with the incident. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton said 


Tuesday that Green had made a 
written statement implicating 
no one else in the vandalism. 
However, Shelton said that 
Police Chief Don Massey, of- 
ficer Victor Freeze and he took 
Green out to the cemetery and 
talked to him there. Green then 
implicated two other men, one 
14 and one 17. 


Later 
Tuesday 
James 


Edward Freeman, 17, Rt. 1 
Powell, came to the Corsicana 
Police Department and was 
taken into custody on a warrant 
out of JP G.W. O'Neal's court 
charging criminal mischief, a 
felony. 


The 14-year-old also came to 


the police station. He was 
released by police officers to the 
custody of his parents and was 
to appear before the juvenile 
judge Wednesday. 


The cemetery was vandalized 


Feb. 11, with 121 grave markers 
either overturned or damaged. 
The damage to the cemetery 
was estimated to be between 
$40,000 and $50,000. 


Charges of criminal mischief 


were filed with Justice of the 
Peace G.W. O'Neal Tuesday 
afternoon on Green. The felony 
can bring a sentence of two to 
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ten years and a $10,000 fine on 
conviction. O'Neal set bond at 
$3,000. 


Green was despondent over a 


discussion with his wife con- 
cerning divorce and had gone to 
the cemetery to think, Shelton 
said during a press conference 
Tuesday. Shelton said Green 
told him that after sitting in the 
cemetery 
for 
an 
hour he 


became enraged and knocked 
over the tombstones. 


Shelton 
said 
Green 
was 


picked up by the 
Sheriff's 


Department two days after the 
incident 
for 
being 
absent 


without 
leave 
from 
Camp 


Pendelton, Calif. 


Grady 
McCall questioned 


Green at that time for several 
hours 
concerning the van- 


dalism. He was then turned 
over to military police. 


Chief Massey said that he has 


been 
in touch with Camp 


Pendelton authorities and had 


received an extensive report 
from them last week concerning 
their investigation of Green. 


The authorities also sent 


Massey a pair of tennis shoes 
believed to have been worn 
during the vandalism, but the 
shoes did not match the plaster 
casts of footprints taken at the 
scene, Massey said. 


Shelton said that now that he 


had a signed statement on the 
matter 
he 
felt 
sure 
in- 


vestigators would take another 
look to see if the tennis shoes 
matched the prints, but that the 
matter was immaterial. 


Shelton said that he had not 


expected Green to be released 
from Pendelton for five months 
and Massey also believed Green 
was still being held by military 
police in California. 


Green told Shelton that he had 


been given an 
undesirable 


discharge and released April 19, 


Shelton said. 


Sheriffs' deputies found out 


Green was in Navarro County 
Monday. 


McCall met Green at the 


Roane overpass on 1-45 at 3 p.m. 
Monday and took him into 
custody for investigation of the 
vandalism. 
He 
was 
ad- 


ministered a polygraph test. 


In an interview after the 


polygraph test, Green made a 
written 
statement 
on 
the 


vandalism, Shelton said. 


Shelton commended the work 


of 
the 
Corsicana 
Police 


Department and the Corsicana 
Crime Council, especially Gus 
Gappelberg, director 
of the 


council. He said the police had 
conducted a very thorough 
investigation.

The suit asks for actual 


damages of $5,000 and punitive

the Daily Sun, Cavender said 
the letter in question 
was 


mailed out only to 
inform 


citizens of the city's position 
concerning the law suit filed 
against it. Cavender said he did 
not think the letter was libelous. 
Having only been made aware 
of the suit Thursday morning, 
Cavender said he had yet to 
consult an attorney. 


Allen could not be reached for 


comment. 


Police Chief Don Massey said 


today that he is very unhappy 
that 
the 
Navarro 
County 


sheriff's department did not see 
fit to notify the police depart- 
ment that a suspect in the 
cemetery vandalism was in 
town. 


He also said he was unhappy 


that the sheriff's department 
did not let the police depart- 
ment participate in the arrest of 
the first suspect. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton said 


after a press conference he had 
called Tuesday that politics was 
not involved. 


Two men were charged with 


criminal mischief in connection 
with vandalising the cemetery 
and a juvenile was turned over 
to juvenile authorities in con- 
nection with the case. (See 
separate story.) 


"We had worked many hours 


for over three months on this 
case and linked Bobby Green 
(one of the men charged) and 
the other two who were im- 
plicated," Massey said. 


MASSEY SAID that his of- 


ficers had worked diligently on 
the case and obtained all the 
information such as plaster 
prints, photographs and had 
taken possession of all three 
pair of tennis shoes which were 
connected to footprints found at 
the scene. 


He said he had also worked 


with 
Camp 
Pendleton 
ex- 


tensively and that he had 
received a report from them 
last 
week 
which 
indicated 


Green was still being held April 
8. 


He said the tennis shoes which 


the military sent him, which 
were owned by Green, did not fit 
any of the prints taken at the 
scene. He said he was not aware 
that Green had been released at 
Camp Pendleton, and said that 
the authorities there had in- 
dicated that when Green was 
roleased, the police department 


would be notified. Massey said 
that he had not been notified. 


"I am very glad that the 


Sheriff's Department did ap- 
prehend the subject and did get 
a statement from him," Massey 
said. "I would have felt a lot 
better if we were involved in the 
case since we got all the in- 
formation 
and were giving 


information 
to the 
sheriff's 


department," Massey said. 


MASSEY SAID the police 


department has conducted over 
eight polygraph tests in con- 
nection with the case. 


"It should have been a joint 


deal since we did so much of the 
work," Massey said. 


Shelton said Tuesday that he 


had not not contacted the Police 
Department because "we have 
been up to our ears in this since 
yesterday." 
Shelton did not 


inform the Police Department 
of the Monday arrest until after 
a news conference held by 
Shelton Tuesday announcing 
the arrest and the signed 
statement. 


"I feel like both agencies to 


operate 100 per cent should have 
cooperation 
between 
each 


agency 100 per cent of the time 
to serve the people of Corsicana 
and Navarro County more ef- 
ficiently," Massey said. 


"He could not have done it 


alone 
without 
our 
help," 


Massey said and said that there 
was a breakdown in com- 
munication and 
a lack of 


cooperation between depart- 
ments. 


"I THINK something needs to 


be done," Massey said about the 
lack of cooperation between 
departments. "One of these 
i;ivs we're going to lose a good 
case trom the fact there is no 
cooperation," 
Massey 
said. 


Massey said he would not make 
any 
statement 
concerning 


cooperation in the past. 


"My 
officers 
are 
very 


unhappy," Massey added. 


"I'm proud the boy is in 


custody and I don't want to take 
anything 
away 
from 
the 


sheriff's department on the 
arrest and statement. Regar- 
dless of who gets the subject, 
the goal is to solve the case," 
Massey said. 


"I 
am 
disappointed we 


weren't notified or asked to 
participate after we did so 
much 
work 
gathering 
in- 


formation," Massey said. "We 
would have notified them." 


Massey said that all the 


evidence the police department 
had in the case would be turned 
over to the district attorney's 
office at the appropriate time. 


SHELTON, 
IN the 
news 


conference, played down the 
importance of the 
evidence 


saying it "wouldn't accomplish 
a great deal since I do have a 
signed statement, all the other 
evidence is not as material as it 
would have been had we had to 
go to trial on this thing." 


Massey said that he had run 


down 25 leads, all supplied by 
the Corsicana Crime Council 
and commended the work of 
Gus 
Gappelberg 
and 
the 


council. Gappleberg heads the 
council. 


"Regardless of the timing, 


I'm glad it is over with. I assure 
you that politics has nothing to 
do with it," Shelton said. 


"We've been working hard on 


this all along," he said. 


Gappelberg said Tuesday that 


the council was very pleased 
that the suspect had been taken 
into custody and was grateful to 
all peace officers who worked 
diligently on the case. 


He recognized the 
police 


department for their extensive 
investigation and said "We are 
especially grateful to Sheriff 
Jerry Shelton and his deputies 
for finalizing the investigation 
and they now have a prime 
suspect," he said. 
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Middle class pays America's bills—it's getting harder Are they kids or criminals? Can they be helped?

The American middle class, 


in the 42 per cent of the tax- 
payers who shell out 54 per 
cent of the taxes, comes into 
this election year with a grudge 
against government and a 
sense of being short-changed. 


They've obeyed the rules, 


struggling up the ladder in the 
traditional American way, only 
to see their life-styles eroded 
by inflation, soaring taxes and 
recession. 


Paying for a 
government 


whose regulations and pro- 
grams pervade the fabric of the 
nation's life is costly, and the 
burden falls on the middle class 
because, as one economist puts 
it, "That's where the money 
is." 


Populist cries to the contrary, 


the burden will remain there. 
There just aren't enough rich to 
soak. Two-tenths of one per 
cent of the tax returns filed in 
1973 reported incomes of $100,- 
000 or more. 


Which doesn't ease the plight 


of the middle class, but rather 
sets it in concrete. The middle 
class pays the bill, and the bill 
gets bigger while the dollar 
gets smaller. 


Studies show that a man who 


made $15,000 in 1966 needed 
$25,700 just to stay even with 
taxes and inflation by 1975. The 
taxpayer who made $20,000 in 
1966 
needed $36,000 to keep 


pace nine years later. 


Swollen by the economic ex- 


pansion of two decades, the 
middle class of the mid-70s is 
frustrated 
by the 
present, 


uneasy about the future. Its 
traditional confidence and op- 
timism has yielded to wide- 
spread distrust of government 
and business. 


Poll after poll plots 
the 


middle class malaise — a sense 
of running hard to stay in 
place, a feeling of being over- 
taxed and underserved. 


A Tax 
Foundation 
study 


shows that a man making $30,- 
000 in 1966 would need $56,700 
by 1975 to maintain the same 
purchasing power. His federal 
taxes would have tripled, his 
state and local taxes more than 
quadrupled. 


In a new study, statistician 


Edward Steinberg of the Bu- 
reau of Economic Analysis ap- 
plied the cost of living rise to 
actual gains in income as in- 
dicated by Social Security con- 
tributions for 1969 and 1973. 


rie found that the more a per- 


son earned in 1969, the smaller 
the chance that his income 
could keep up with inflation. 
And the older he was in 1969, 
the less likely his income kept 
up with prices. 


Of 30-year-olds making $15,- 


000 or more in 1969, 48 per cent 
just managed to keep up with 
inflation or fell behind. Of 50- 
year-olds in the same 1969 pay 
range, more than half had 
merely kept pace or fallen be- 
hind. 


"A lot of these people have 


the impression 
that they've 


been double-crossed," says so- 
ciologist 
Louis 
Masotti 
of 


Northwestern University, who 
has studied middle class trends 
and attitudes. "They followed 
all the precepts of the good 
American life. They worked 
hard, they did all the things 
they were supposed to do, and 
none of the rewards they ex- 
pected seem to be coming 
down." 


In absolute terms, the middle 


class has greatly expanded in 
the generation following World 
War II. The median income has 
risen steadily and is now near 
$13,000. 


By 1970,57 per cent of Ameri- 


can families made $12,000 or 
more. Almost 30 per cent made 
between $15,000 and $20,000. 


And from Americans in the 


broader range of $10,000 to $35,- 
000 comes three-quarters of the 
nation's 
consumer 
ex- 


penditures. 


When they feel bad, the na- 


tion feels bad. And today, says 
sociologist Masotti, "they are 
feeling they have been deprived 
of their just rewards for having 
invested in the system — and 
they may very well take it out 
on the system." 


Masotti says that "Because 


the middle class malaise will 
be transferred to government, 
the government will in turn 
withdraw benefits from the low- 
er class, the kind of advanced 
welfare socialism we've been 
engaged in. 


"I think we have an increas- 


ingly dependent society down 
there that is going to be trou- 
blesome ... or could become 
violent." 


The genesis of the middle 
j 


class discontent is that they are 
achievers, and in recent years 
they have failed to achieve. 


One professional who lives in 


Washington's suburban Fairfax 
County summed it up for him- 
self: "What's better off? We 
lived from paycheck to pay- 
check five years ago, we live 
from paycheck to paycheck 
now. 
So the paycheck's bigger. 


Broke at the end of the week is 
broke at the end of the week. 
We can't do any more now than 
we did five years ago..." 


Last October, the University 


of Michigan's Survey Research 
Center found that only five per 
cent of Americans thought gov- 
ernment was doing a good job 
on economic policy, a figure 
that is very nearly a statistical 
zero. 


In another poll last year the 


SRC found that 42 per cent of 
Americans felt they were worse 
off than a year before and 32 
per cent considered themselves 
worse off than five years be- 
fore. 


Both figures were 10 per- 


centage points higher than dur- 
ing the 1958 recession, the last 
nadir of any size affecting the 


nation. 


"The middle class feels it is 


under terrific pressure," says 
SRC's Jay 
Schmiedeskamp, 


dean of economic attitude sur- 
veyors. "This is in sharp con- 
trast to the explosive spread of 
affluence in the Sixties. I'm 
talking about the people who 
were coming to have a lot of 
money to spend on second cars, 
second houses, boats... 


"Most particularly in the last 


two years these people are 
being hurt by inflation, by 
unemployment. But more than 
that, in the last five years when 
the growth of real income was 
just enormously less than it 


was during the super decade of 
the Sixties." 


Of course, the recession has 


hit everyone. But for the subur- 
ban homeowner making be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000, with 
his home upkeep, his taxes, his 
utility bills, his 
installment 


debt, his car or cars, there are 
many more fixed expenses, 
more places for the money to 
go. 


This 
hypothetical 
middle 


class homeowner needed salary 
increases totaling some $4,600 
in four years just to hold his 
own. 


For young people seeking to 


follow the middle class path, 


the obstacles to home own- 
ership seem all but insur- 
mountable — high mortgage in- 
terest rates, high taxes, high 
maintenance costs, and espe- 
cially high prices. 


The median price of an exist- 


ing home sold in October 1966 
was $18,290. In October 1975, it 
was $35,380. New home prices 
have gone up almost 50 per 
cent in the last 10 years, and 
builders are now talking about 
"no frills" homes to cut costs. 


New home sales are dramati- 


cally down and, beginning in 
1974, 
the sales of existing 


homes also fell, because of 
tight credit, climbing interest 


rates and shrinking mortgage 
money. 


For the family already en- 


sconced in the suburbs, the rise 
in home values is a gain. As 
real money, however, it is il- 
lusory. 


A 32-year-old city employe in 


the Los Angeles suburbs bought 
a new home for his family for 
$40,000 two years ago. It is 
worth $70,000 today. 


"Isn't that ridiculous?" he 


asks. "I suppose the difference 
would be money gained if we 
could sell it, take the money 
and move to some place like 
Snake Navel, Wyo. But if I 
were to move to a larger home 


in this area, I'd have to buy at 
an inflated price, and that's 
hardly money gained." 


"I have about $200 a month 


in installment debt, besides the 
mortgage," says a 35-year-old 
salesman who lives with his 
wife and two children in Chi- 
cago's suburban Hoffman Es- 
tates. "That's a problem. It 
rules out the chance of buying 
anything we can do without." 


Doubled or tripled fuel bills 


are widely resented. A 33-year- 
old teacher who lives with his 
wife and two children in a Den- 
ver suburb (the family income 
is $21,000, including the $3,000 


she makes as a sales clerk) 
says, "We paid about $20 a 
month for electricity and gas 
four years ago. Now even with 
the air conditioning off as often 
as we can in summer and the 
thermostat at 68 degrees during 
winter, and wearing sweaters, 
it's now as much as $60 some 
months and probably averages 
$50 year round." 


The car too. It helped create 


the 
suburbs, 
where 
many 


middle class families now own 
two autos. Indispensable to sub- 
urban life where there's little 
public transportation, the car 
has turned albatross.

The moon is setting as Wil- 


liam bicycles back to the farm. 


Ayain, he comes home, but it's 
not really home. For years, 
there has been trouble in his 
strict religious family. At 16, he 
can't fit in. He can't stand stay- 
ing home each night, can't 
stand the Bible study, can't 
stand the fighting. 


So he rode away on his 10- 


tipeed bike, enjoying new free- 
dom and friends at a lake re- 
sort. 


This time, his father is wait- 


ing, taut and hunched, his face 
hardened, his hands pale fists 
in the moonlight. 


Silently, father and son fight. 


The father kicks the son be- 
tween his legs. The son strikes 


his father's face. 


His father takes William to 


juvenile court. 


Is this a case for the elders 


of the city? 


Red-eyed from too much li- 


quor and too many tears, 
Ralph's mother cradles his 
baby brother and waits for 
Ralph to come home. It's an 
old story. It's 3 a.m. and he's 
not back after their last argu- 
ment. 


Ralph was her first born in 


happier times, but baby after 
baby came between them. No 
time for Ralph. No husband to 
help her. Now at 14 he's almost 


never home, hardly goes to 
school. Ralph has stolen and 
sold appliances in the apart- 
ment. She thinks he's using 
drugs. 


When he comes home he's of- 


ten drunk, usually sullen. If she 
complains, 
he 
shoves 
her 


against the wall. The other chil- 
dren hide. 


His mother takes Ralph to ju- 


venile court. 


Is this a case for the elders 


of the city? 


These children and thousands 


of others are at odds with 
themselves, at war with their 
families and at the mercy of 
their elders, the juvenile court. 


It aims not to punish but to 
protect and rehabilitate. 


They are runaways, truants, 


incorrigibles. They are way- 
ward, disobedient and beyond 
control of their parents. 


Officially, 
the court calls 


them status 
offenders, 
not 


delinquents. Status 
offenses, 


like truancy and curfew viola- 
tion, apply only to those with 
the legal "status" of minors. 


These kids misbehave but 


have not been convicted of any 
crime. Theirs are teen-age tres- 
passes, the sins of childhood for 
which there is no adult equiva- 
lent. 


But status offenders jam po- 


lice departments, probation de- 
partments 
and courtrooms. 


They account for more than 
200,000 of the 600,000 children 
held each year in pretrial de- 
tention throughout the country, 
according to federal statistics. 


What to do with these chil- 


dren is a fundamental issue at 
a time when the overloaded ju- 
venile justice system is under 
fire for being unable to stem 
the tide of crimes by children. 
The debate focuses on whether 
to leave status offenders at 
home, or place them in small 
group homes, or in 
foster 


homes, or in reformatories and 
training schools. A key question 


is whether the juvenile courts 
should have jurisdiction. 


William, the boy who fought 


with his father, was sent to a 
group home for seven boys run 
by New York state. But he 
trails behind in school. He 
needs constant attention and 
love. He's aggressive, explosive 
and punches his fist through 
walls in rage. 


There's a lot of goodness in 


William and he's making prog- 
ress slowly. But his parents 
don't want him back and he's 
disrupting the group home. He 
probably needs a foster home. 
He wants to join the Marines. 


What is best for William'.'

How can he be helped to grow 
up0 He lives with nice people, 
he sees a psychologist, but 
sometimes nothing seems to 
work. 


The ideal, many believe, is to 


help children and their families 
in their own homes — before 
there's a crisis, before the fam- 
ily crumbles, before a desper- 
ate parent takes a child to 
court. 


Many child care professionals 


admit they don't know for sure 
what works for troubled chil- 
dren. Building a sound person- 
ality is not like building a 
bridge to withstand measurable 
stress. 


Many professionals who deal 


with status offenders are united 
in opposition to training schools 
— large, sometimes locked in- 
stitutions outside communities. 
They believe training schools 
should be a last resort. Often 
they're a dumping ground for 
problems no one else wants to 
handle. 


Many also believe that status 


offenders shouldn't be mixed 
with tough delinquents for fear 
they'll be contaminated 
by 


young criminals. But an esti- 
mated 85,000 children are com- 
mitted to training schools each 
year. About 70 per cent of the 
girls and 23 per cent of the 
boys are status offenders. 


The new Juvenile Justice and 


Delinquency Prevention Act re- 
quires participating states to 
deinstituionalize status offend- 
ers in two years. 


The National Assessment of 


Juvenile Corrections in Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich., says nationwide it 
costs an average of $11,660 a 
year to keep a juvenile in a 
training 
school. 
By 
com- 


parision, halfway houses and 
group homes cost an average of 
$5,500 a year per offender. 


A recent report by the Na- 


tional Assessment says that de- 
spite recommendations to use 
community programs, all but 
four states — Massachusetts, 
South Dakota, Minnesota and 
Utah — still send most juvenile 
offenders to training schools 
and detention centers. 


Some status offenders get a 


break in small state-run urban 
homes like the one Katie snares 
with six other girls in New 
York. She has house parents to 
talk with and gets help with 
school work, counseling and 
group therapy. 


Still, going to court put the 


seal of failure on 16-year-old 
Katie and her mother. It's go- 
ing to take a lot to ease Katie's 
pain: 


"No matter what I did, it 


wasn't good enough for my 
mother," says Katie, who was 
declared incorrigible. 


She admits, "I'm no angel, 


but I'm not a bad kid." She 
used to cut school, come home 
late, play pool, hang out with 
boys her mother didn't like, get 
drunk and smoke marijuana. 


Her voice falls and she's still 


a little stunned: "It was my 
own mother who took me to 
court." 


Katie's mother is a 32-year- 


old 
thrice-married 
factory 


worker. She has a drinking 
problem and throws things at 
Katie. She told the court Katie 
tried to kill her, but Katie says 
her mother beat her and once 
clawed her neck until it bled. 


Today Katie is getting help, 


but not her mother. 


"It's mostly a matter of giv- 


ing her love and self-esteem," 
says a house parent. "She nev- 
er got much attention at home. 
She doesn't believe she is pret- 
ty or worthwhile or that people 
could love her for herself." 


William, Ralph, Katie - all 


figure in the 
debate over 


whether the elders of the city, 
the juvenile court, should retain 
jurisdiction over status offend- 
ers. 


End jurisdiction over status 


offenders, say groups like the 
National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency, the National Juve- 
nile Justice Standards Project 
and the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union. 


Courts 
have harmed, not 


helped, most children by their 
coercion, critics believe, be- 
cause they are not free and 
they are not getting the care 
they need. Removing status of- 
fenders, they believe, would 
free the court to concentrate on 
kids 
who actually 
commit 


crimes. 


Ira Glasser, executive direc- 


tor of the New York Civil Lib- 
erties Union, calls jurisdiction 
over status offenders "the 
greatest single source of child 
abuse in this state." 


"Behavior which is part of 


growing up if you are white 
and middle class becomes a 
status offense if you are poor," 
he says. "It would be unthin- 
kable in the suburbs to take 
these kids to court, but ghetto 
kids get perceived as mis- 
behaving." 


Kids would be better off run- 


ning in the street, Glasser be- 
lieves, "because the state is the 
worst possible parent." 


When all else fails, the power 


of the court is needed, they be- 
lieve, to protect children from 
their parents and themselves.

Political stability 


helps Bolivia 


come alive 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP)—This 


once-turbulent South American 
nation has become a magnet 
for 
foreign loans 
and 
in- 


vestment as a result of an un- 
precedented period of political 
stability. 


"Work, 
work 
and 
more 


work," sighed an employe at El 
Alto Airport here as he manned 
a courtesy desk which whisks 
special visitors through cus- 
toms. "So many VIPs and so 
many bags." 


A daily pilgrimage of diplo- 


mats, trade missions and busi- 
nessmen pass through the por- 
tals of El Alto Airport — which 
means the Tall One — to de- 
scend into the steep canyon 
sheltering the capital of La 
Paz, in their quest for the big 
deal. 


El Alto, the world's highest 


commercial airport, sits on a 


plateau about 12,000 feet above 
sea level. 


La Paz, the world's highest 


capital, sprawls across the bot- 
tom of a canyon below the 
plateau, but it is still about 11,- 
000 feet above sea level. Span- 
ish explorers settled here in 


1548 
to be protected from the 


wind while they extracted gold 
from a local river. 


Bolivia's political history is 


as unusual as its geography. 


In 150 years of independence, 


there have been more than 180 
"changes of government." Most 
Bolivian leaders have lasted 
about a year in power before 
being tossed out. 


Gen. 
Hugo Banzer, 52, the 


current Bolivian chief of state, 
is heading for a longevity 
record. He has run the country 
since August 1971, when the 
armed forces installed him as 


president after a coup topped 
the leftist regime of Gen. Juan 
Torres. 


In that time, the diminutive, 


moustachioed former military 
attache in Washington has pre- 
sided over a prospering econo- 
my which has brought increas- 
ing investments, 
loans 
and 


credits for future development 
— despite several plans to 
overthrow hm. 


Although it is twice the size 


of Texas and has untapped po- 
tential as a -Latin American 
food producer, Bolivia is one of 
the poorest nations in the hemi- 
sphere. 


The average per capita in- 


come of the country's 5.5 mil- 
lion inhabitants is around $265 
a year. Among the Aymara and 
Quechua Indians, who make up 
more than half the population, 
the life expectancy averages 


under 50 years. Many Bolivians 
are so poor that they live out- 
side the money economy, bar- 
tering for food and other goods. 


The potential for development 


has always existed in Bolivia. 
But the revolving door changes 
of governments hampered co- 
herent, 
long-term 
economic 


planning, say economic observ- 
ers here. 


And much of the interior of 


the 
country 
has 
been 
in- 


accessible until recent years. 


The novelty of a period of po- 


litical stability has provided a 
base for Bolivian government 
and business leaders alike. The 
statistics speak for themselves. 
During 1975, the State National 
Investment Institute registered 
private 
investment 
projects 


worth $127 million. 


Foreign loans to Bolivia dur- 


ing the past year totaled $418 


million, or five times what they 
were in 197;). 


This high level of private and 


public investment has resulted 
in a Gross National Product— 
GNP-of just under 7 per cent 
a year since 1972, the govern- 
ment says. GNP is a measure 
of all goods and services pro- 
duced. 


Inflation has been held to an 


acceptable 12 per cent a year. 


Tin, 
petroleum, natural gas 


and a wide range of minerals 
account for the bulk of Bo- 
livia's export earnings. Because 
of falling world prices, the val- 
ue of mineral and hydrocarbon 
exports in 1975 reportedly fell 
21 per cent from the previous 
year to just under $580 million. 


Agriculture, 
with 
the 
ex- 


ception of cotton whose prices 
also fell, fared better in 1975 
and farmers expect a good 


year in 1976. 


The outlook for minerals and 


hydrocarbons also is bright for 
the new year. 
Banzer an- 


nounced recently that Occiden- 
tal Petroleum discovered oil in 
a well drilled in eastern Santa 
Cruz Province. In about a 
month, it should be known how 
much oil is there. 


But there is still a bleak side 


to the Bolivian success story. 
The poor haven't yet begun to 
share in the new prosperity.

they have little money. Monthly 
wages of $50 are common. 


Despite its poverty, Bolivia

guards, the Memphis Bulk Mail 
Center and 20 others just like it 
across the country have been 
drawing a lot of criticism late- 
ly.

the center have come out as 
trash. Other packages have 


simply disappeared in the cen- 
ter's five miles of computer-op- 
erated conveyor belts. 


One 
congressman, Rep.

called the bulk mail system "a 
management plunger of thi 
first magnitude." 


The people running the S3'-

million Memphis Bulk 
Mail 


Center don't contend that the 
system has operated without 
error. 


"We're not happy with the 


damage," said D. Robert Hoff- 


man, 
the centers's customer 


service manager. 


"We had some difficult prob- 


lems when we started up," he 
said. "We had a learning curve 
and a maintenance problem ... 
But we like to think things 
aren't as bad as they were 
when we first got started."

Dodson. Hoffman and most 


other high-ranking officials of 
the bulk mail system are not 
longtime career postal employ- 
es. Both have backgrounds in 
industry, engineering and elec- 
tronics and came to the Postal 
Service when the bulk mail 
handling system was created 
three years ago. 


"We're doing something com- 


pletely new here." Dodson said. 
"It was completely different 


from what the Post Office had 
been doing." 


The bulk mail system was set 


up to take packages—2nd. 3rd 
and 4th class mail—out of the 
postal mainstream, sort them 
with the aid of computers and 
distribute them. 


It costs about 51 million a 


month to 'operate the center- 
about 10 cents a package—and 
Dodson said he is pleased with 
improvements since the center 
began processing packages in 
September. 


By Christmas, the center was 


operating at 160 per cent of its 
scheduled 
load, 
processing 


packages for Tennessee. Ala- 
bama. Florida, Georgia. North 
and South Carolina, Mississippi. 
Louisiana. Texas, Oklahoma. 
Arkansas and a portion of Kan- 
sas.

Inside the cavernous building, 


conveyor belts carry packages 
from the 32 unloading docks 
through a maze of sorting sta- 
tions that aim them toward oth- 
er bulk mail centers or to Post 
Offices within the 12 Southern 
states served by the Memphis 
center. 


At the sorting stations, a 


package slides down a great 
steel incline and onto a moving 
belt that whips it past a worker 
who reads the destination zip 
code and punches it into the 
computer. 


The moving belt deposits the 


package onto a tray drawn 
along an overhead rail. If ev- 


erything goes well, the comput- 
er'tilts the tray at the proper 
drop points and the package is 
loaded into a truck headed for 
its destination. 


With almost 300.000 packages 


a day moving through the cen- 
ter, everything doesn't always 
go well. 


Mail handlers pull damaged 


parcels from the conveyor belts 
anywhere in the system. Some 
are given first aid-a quick 
tape job—and placed back in 
the system immediately. 


More seriously damaged par- 


cels are sent in plastic bags to 
a repair station where clerks 
completely rewrap the con- 
tents. 


The damage rate has been 


higher and some mail wound 
up in the Memphis sanitary 
landfill as trash early this year.
